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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claim limitations, "the selection means" 
and "the selecting" is unclear which "selection means" and which "selecting" the 
applicant is referring to; a first selection means, a second selection means? 
Furthermore, the claim limitation, "the information" is unclear which "information" the 
applicant is pointing to; display information or source of information? 

3. Regarding claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, and 9, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) 
"selecting" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means 
for performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the 
word(s) preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, 
as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 
(Bd.App. 1967). 

4. Claims 2, and 4 recites the limitation "the housing means" in lines 4 and 5 of 
claim 2 and in line 2 of claim 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 

in the claim. 

5. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the housing step" in lines 4 and 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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6. Claims 2 and 7 recites the limitation "the display section" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mizutome et al (hereinafter Mizutome), US 2002/0078447. 

• In regards to claims 1 , 5, 6, and 9 Mizutome teaches an electronic 
apparatus comprising: a display controlling means for controlling the display of 
an image on a screen (Figure 19 and 20);_a storing means for storing a plurality 
of types of constitutive elements for generating a program for displaying an 
image the screen, and for storing display information for a constitutive element 
from the plurality of types of constitutive elements (Figure 1 9 and 20); a first 
selection means for selecting a screen layout from a plurality of screen layout 
options that are consecutively displayed (page 4 paragraph [0081]) a second 
selection means for selecting a first constitutive element displaying additional 
screen layout options on the screen (page 4 paragraphs [0082]), and a second 
constitutive element displaying a source of information and a generation means 
for generating a new display based on a result of the selection means and for 
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generating tlie program based on tlie information (page 4 paragraph [0085] - 
page 5 paragraph [0088]). 

• In regards to claims 2 and 7, Mizutome teaches wherein the selection 
means selects and displays on the display section a plurality of selected display 

information from the plurality of selected display information housed in the 
housing means, if there is a plurality of selected display information housed in the 
housing means (Figure 19 and 20). 

• In regards to claim 4, Mizutome teaches wherein the housing means 
houses a program generated by the generation means (page 4 paragraphs 
[0075] and [0083]). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/22/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that Mizutome does not teach a first selection means for 
selecting a screen layout from a plurality of screen layout options that are consecutively 
displayed. Examiner disagrees. Mizutome does teach a first selection means for 
selecting a screen layout from a plurality of screen layout options that are consecutively 
displayed (page 4 paragraph [0081]). Therefore, Mizutome meets the claim limitations 
of 1 , 5, 6, and 9 and its respective dependents.
